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Town council says'no'to Vearse Farm 


BRIDPORT Town Council’s planning com¬ 
mittee rejected advice from a senior plan¬ 
ning officer and opposed the controversial 
Vearse Farm development this week. 

At a special meeting of the town’s plans committee 
on Monday night, councillors and residents gave their 
views on the outline application submitted by Hallam 
Land Management for 760 homes on the edge of the 
town. 

They said they were concerned about the size and 
siting of the development, potential flooding, high¬ 
ways issues - such as the Miles Cross junction by 
Symondsbury - and access to the development, and 
securing the 35 per cent of affordable housing being 
proposed for local people. 

The site is included in the recently adopted West 
Dorset, Weymouth and Portland Local Plan as an area

for development of up to 760 homes, employment 
land, a care home, a new school and two access points 
on West Road. 

The local plan, which acts as a development blue¬ 
print for the area, makes 
it difficult to block appli¬ 
cations for approved 
sites. 

Andrew Martin, West 
Dorset District Council’s 
planning case officer, ad¬ 
vised town councillors to 
stop fighting the applica¬ 
tion and decide what are 
priorities for the town 
and the development. 

He said: “What I sug¬ 
gest you now do is accept 
the fact that the principle 
of development has been 
accepted and you work 
on shaping it, and ensur¬ 
ing it provides those 
things which are essen¬ 
tial to the needs of the 
760 houses that will be 
provided as part of that 
development, and also 
what is important to the 
town.” 


However councillors agreed that without a master 
plan - a document that sets out in more detail what 
will be involved, the design, landscaping and the 
scale, amongst others, that creates a clear framework 
for development - in place for the development, that 
the application was not ready and planning permission 
should not be given, regardless of Hallam Land invit¬ 
ing councillors to a workshop about a master plan. 

Cllr Dave Rickard said: “The idea of drawing up a 
master plan, after the planning application has come

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in, is sheer lunacy. Anybody who does not do a master 
plan before they start thinking about what they are 
going to do... that is just upside down. 

“You start with the master plan and then build, you

I 
think that a book is only "old" if you've read it and 
my job is nothing more than putting the right book 
in the hands of the right person. I don't believe 
there is any such thing as a reluctant reader, only 
someone who hasn't found the right book yet. 



• WHY did you decide to move to the area? 

I decided to move back to the UK because I honestly 
couldn't stomach another election cycle; we get a 
little bit of it here, but it is non-stop over there, even 
in a liberal stronghold like the Bay Area and the tone 
of the discourse is so ugly, and only likely to get 
more misogynistic the closer Hillary gets to the 
democratic nomination. I decided to move to Brid¬ 
port because there was a lovely little bookshop for 
sale. I visited briefly before deciding, and my hus¬ 
band agreed to move here sight unseen. Neither 
one of us is regretting the rather spontaneous deci¬ 
sion, we've both fallen in love with West Dorset.

Lewis' econ books; Charlie Higson's Zombie series 
for teens; Pride and Prejudice and Good Omens go on 
any list I'm doing at any time so we can add those 
in. I loved Elizabeth is Missing by Emma Healey and 
I'd Tell You I love You But Then I'd Have To Kill You by 
Ally Carter. The Book Thief was a profound and vis¬ 
ceral read for me, but not one that I would want to 
repeat, the same goes for Thirteen Reasons Why by 
Jay Asher and Lovely Bones by Alice Sebold. 

The Ghost Map by Steven Johnson hit all my non-fic¬ 
tion likes - history, mystery and science all in one tale 
- as did The Devil in the White City (architecture not 
science) by Erik Larson and The Surgeon of 
Crowthorne (linguistics not science) by Simon Win¬ 
chester. History of the World in Six Glasses and Freako- 
nomics take traditional areas of study and look at 
them from a different angle so I like that, and Mary 
Roach looks at taboo subjects and introduces us to 
them in a way that makes us laugh, which enables 
us to get past the taboo to the really interesting top¬ 
ics.

plan before planning per¬ 
mission is given.” 

But Cllr Julian Jones 
agreed with Mr Martin 
that they should use this 
time to respond with a 
list of what the town 
council would like to see 
out of the development 
and what is important to 
Bridport. 

He said: “I don’t think 
we can just bury our 
heads in the sand and 


think that if we say ‘no, 
no, no’ that this applica¬ 
tion is going to go away;

“We should also ex¬ 
press them at every op¬ 
portunity of this master 
plan to the extent that we 
really determine how that 
goes. 

“In my opinion, we 
need to state our priori¬ 
ties and the first priority 
is social housing, the sec¬ 
ond priority is trying to 
make this scheme a zero 
carbon scheme. 

“The sort of thing Brid¬ 
port wants is not a 
Poundbury, it wants 
everything that Pound¬ 
bury wasn’t; a zero car¬ 
bon scheme, it should be 
totally beneficial to the 
town, and low impact. 

“The third one I think is 
contributing to a much 
more sustainable trans¬ 
port system for the town 
as a whole.” 

Cllr Jones explained 
that the solution to that 
issue was not yet clear, 
but he argued that hun¬ 
dreds of extra houses at 
Vearse Farm would tip 
the town into traffic 
chaos and congestion. 

He suggested more en¬ 
couragement for resi¬ 
dents to walk and cycle, 
which could result in an 
overall better transport 
system in the town. 

When the council voted 
to oppose the application, 
Cllr Jones abstained. 

The proposed develop¬ 
ment is in the Symonds- 
bury parish and Bridport 
Town Council was con¬ 
sulted as an adjoining 
parish. 

Symondsbury Parish 
Council were due to dis¬ 
cuss the application at 
their meeting last night.

Glimpse into Bridport's past 
with the Dorset film archive 


LONG forgotten films from 
West Dorset’s past are to be 
shown on Bridport’s big screen 
at the Electric Palace later this 
month. 

Historian Trevor Bailey, from 
Windrose Rural Media Trust, has 
put together a special show, 
which includes old footage of 
Bridport’s net and rope industry, 
Bridport railway before it closed 
in the 1960s, and the Bridport 
Pageant of 1953 when Princess 
Margaret came to town to cele¬ 
brate 700 years of Bridport’s 
Royal Charter and the Corona¬ 
tion of the Queen for the opening 
performance. 

The Bridport Pageant - also 
known as ‘Bridport Through the 
Ages’ - had six performances 


with 1,300 performers. 

The film will also feature 
Symondsbury in the 1930s, West 
Bay, Palmers Brewery’s sign 
writer George Biles, Charlie 
Wills, the 93-year-old traditional 
singer from Morcombelake, and 
the cider makers from Shaves 
Cross. 

Trevor Bailey said: “This is 
people’s history come to life, we 
are showing a wide variety of 
films from the Bridport area and 
other parts of Dorset. 

“One of Windrose’s enduring 
missions is to save and copy 
old cine film of local life, so that 
we can see the past of our 
own villages, towns and country¬ 
side in the most vivid way pos¬ 
sible. 


“Our archive is now very large, 
including films dating from 1903 
onwards, and our shows have at¬ 
tracted audiences of many thou¬ 
sands.” 

Windrose Rural Media Trust is 
a registered charity that uses TV, 
video, radio and archive film for 
the benefit of the community, es¬ 
pecially in rural areas. 

It creates experimental projects 
to advance community involve¬ 
ment in the media.

Archive, which takes place on 
Friday, November 20th at 
7.30pm, cost £10.50 in advance 
at Bridport Electric Palace box 
office, Bridport Tourist informa¬ 
tion Centre and online at www.

Police to trial drones 


POLICE in Dorset, along with forces in Devon 
and Cornwall, are to start a six-month trial of 
drones, to aid officers in a number of policing 
matters. 

Dorset Police is currently undertaking final 
preparations and is due to begin trailing two 
drones - a Phantom 2 plus and a DJI Inspire - 
from Thursday, November 26th. 

The drones, which are equipped with high defi¬ 
nition (HD) cameras and can capture both video 
and still images, could be used to help officers 
with missing people searches and crime scene 
photography. 

Inspector Andy Hamilton, who is leading the 
trials as part of the alliance operations depart¬ 
ment, said: "Drones offer many benefits that 
complement the National Police Air Service 
(NPAS) helicopter and is by no means a replace¬ 
ment for this service. 

"This technology offers a potentially 
highly cost effective approach to missing 
person searches, crime scene photography, 
and responding to major road traffic 
collisions. 

"Using a drone to capture footage on difficult 


terrain and hard to reach areas, such as cliffs or 
woodland, to find a missing person, combat 
wildlife crime or even a firearm incident, will 
allow officers to gain vital information, quickly, 
safely, and allow us to respond effectively at the 
scene." 

Civil Aviation Authority (CAA) regulations state 
that drone operators must pass a national CAA 
accredited qualification, with Dorset currently 
having three trained pilots. 

Inspector Hamilton added: "This technology 
still has its limitations, the models we are trailing 
are currently unable to fly at night or in adverse 
weather, but having the option to put a drone in 
the air in a few minutes' notice could help save 
more lives. 

"The drones have a HD downlink, which means 
officers on the ground can see live footage cap¬ 
tured by the drone in the air. 

"It can stay in the air for up to 18 minutes at a 
time before returning to the operator to change 
batteries. 

"Each drone has several batteries and therefore 
can be kept operational for a prolonged period 
of time if required."

* Bridport remembers 


THERE was a distinct autumnal 
feel around the War Memorial in 
South Street on Sunday as the 
people of Bridport assembled to 
pay their respects to all those 
that gave their lives fighting for 
their country. 

Leaden grey skies and leaves 
falling from the trees in St 
Mary’s churchyard gave the pro¬ 
ceedings a sombre feel. 

The weather didn’t deter either 
the organisations or the public, 
as associations from veterans to 
youth organisations laid wreaths 
in the traditional Remembrance 
Day Parade. 

Led by Brigadier John Dean 
(Royal Artillery retired) the pa¬ 
rade of around 300 people were 
first inspected by the Mayor of 
Bridport, Cllr Sandra Brown, in 
East Street, before marching 
from the town hall to the war 
memorial led by the Wessex 
Military Band under bandmaster 
Phil Bond. 

Brig Dean was assisted by Pa¬ 
rade Marshall Captain Nick 
Taylor 2IC ‘C’ Company 6th Ri¬ 
fles, and Serjeant Major Tindall 
also of “C” Company 6th Rifles. 

Heading the Civic Party was 
Cpl Antonia Petchey of the 
Bridport Army Cadet Force car¬ 
rying the Town Union Standard, 
and following in his father’s 
footsteps, Keiran Taylor, son of 
Capt Taylor, carrying the Rifles 
Association flag.

The Mayor’s Escort, former 
Bridport Mayor Daphne Mun- 
day, joined them in church. 

The macebearers Cyril Whit¬ 
lock and Paul Violet attended 
the mayor who was also joined 
by a member each from the 1st 
West Bay (Mayor’s Own) Sea 
Scouts and the Bridport Sea 
Cadet Corp TS Keppel. 

Addressing the parade, organ¬ 
ised by Bridport Town Council 
on behalf of the Bridport Branch 
of the Royal British Legion, and 
the crowd of several hundred in 
attendance, Brig Dean read the 
poignant poem ‘In Flanders 
Fields’ written by John McCrae 
in May 1915 during the second 
week of fighting at the Second 
Battle of Ypres, after which the 
Rev’d Peter Stone led the 
prayers prior to the two minute 
silence. 

The Last Post, immaculately 
played by Trumpet Major Cerie 
Brady, drifted on the autumnal 
air before Brig Dean delivered 
the Royal British Legion Exhor¬ 
tation. 

Stuart Hawkins of the Bridport 
Branch of the Burma Star Asso¬ 
ciation followed, reading the 
Kohima Epitaph before the 
playing of Reveille. 

The Mayor then laid the first 


of the wreaths around the War 
Memorial before the parade 
filed into St Mary’s Church for 
the Remembrance Service. 

Among those paying his re¬ 
spects was Fido Vivien-May 
MBE, the former parade com¬ 
mander who was accompanied 
by Roger Stoodley, chairman of 
Bridport RBL; his normal es¬ 
cort, former Parade Marshall 
W.O. II Paul Fowler Retd of the 
Queen’s Royal Lancers, being 
on duty at The Cenotaph in Lon¬ 
don. 

The Wessex Military Band 
played in the church, with read¬ 
ings by Brig Dean and the 
Mayor of Bridport. 

After the conclusion of the 
service, the band headed the pa¬ 
rade back to Bucky Doo Square 
where the mayor took the salute 
before addressing those present. 

Cllr Sandra Brown said: “I 
would like to thank everyone 
who took part and attended the 
parade and service, and to the 
hard work by everyone involved 
for making it such a special day. 

“I was particularly pleased to 
see so many young people tak¬ 
ing part; I think it is the most I 
have ever seen, which is won¬ 
derful. 

“It was also great to see so 
many of them in church and 
would like to congratulate the 
Rev Peter Stone for the way he 
involved them in the service. 

“He certainly has a way of 
connecting with children and it 
showed in their reaction.”

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MEMBERS of BYPAT, Bridport Town Council and Mountjoy school council who have helped with the play area process, 
receive a cheque for £10,000 to go towards the extension of the West Bay play area from Dorset County Council's In¬ 
spired by 2012 Health and Wellbeing Legacy Fund 


PLANS to extend the play area at West 
Bay to include equipment for the disabled 
are one step closer thanks to a funding 
boost from Dorset County Council 
(DCC). 

Members of Bridport Young Persons 
Action Trust (BYPAT) and Bridport 
Town Council have been awarded 
£10,000 from the council’s third round of 
the Inspired by 2012 Health and Wellbe¬ 
ing Legacy Fund. 

The money will provide a new inclusive 
community facility at West Bay, and will 
include specialised equipment for chil¬ 
dren, young people and adults with dis¬ 
abilities. 

Chris Skinner, DCC sports project offi¬ 
cer managing the Inspired by 2012 Health 
and Wellbeing Legacy Fund, said: “The 
play facility has been hugely successful 
at West Bay and the legacy fund panel 
were extremely keen to help create a 


more inclusive facility for people with 
disabilities and special needs. 

“The impact on health is clear when 
participants can socialise and play in the 
great outdoors, especially with locally de¬ 
signed inclusive facilities.” 

Arthur Woodgate, chair of BYPAT, ap¬ 
plied for the funding to help meet project 
costs, which is predicted to total £98,063, 
who said that this award has brought 
them within a breath of the projected 
budget, and that all involved were confi¬ 
dent of being able to raise the final 
£10,000 needed with more than £80,000 
already secured. 

He said: “It was a good bid to the Health 
and Wellbeing Legacy Fund, but was one 
of 75 they received. 

“The requests totalled over £1 million - 
they had £200,000 at their disposal. All 
we could do was keep our fingers crossed 
and hope, so you can image how we felt 


when we received their letter saying 
‘your project fully met the criteria and 
priorities...and the panel have no doubt 
that it will have an incredibly positive im¬ 
pact on health outcomes for those in¬ 
volved’ .” 

The Health and Wellbeing Legacy Fund 
gives grants to projects that address 
health inequalities across Dorset and the 
aim is to inspire communities by invest¬ 
ing in projects that focus on the particu¬ 
larly vulnerable. 

Rebecca Knox, Dorset county council¬ 
lor and chair of the Dorset Health and 
Wellbeing Board, said: “The legacy fund 
budget of £700,000 has awarded grants to 
56 fantastic projects. 

“We are pleased to be able to provide 
funding that will help remind people of 
the superb 2012 Olympics and hopefully 
inspire them to get out there and do some¬ 
thing.”

Mr Dower, 81, who boasts a 55-year career in 
town planning and rural development, includ¬ 
ing a period as director general of the Country¬ 
side Commission, said: "The manifesto is 
important because people in rural areas in 
many parts of Europe are concerned by the 
narrowness of rural economies, the lack of 
opportunities for satisfying and fairly paid 
work, the loss of population as young people 
move away, the decline in rural services, the 
suffering of older people, poverty and exclu¬ 
sion among disadvantaged people or ethnic 
minorities. 

"There is urgent need for action to reverse the 
spiral of decline, to encourage and enable 
young people to live and thrive in the country¬ 
side, to ensure that rural services such as shops, 
post offices, schools and bus services are sus¬ 
tained. 


"We believe that by working together across 
many European countries, we can influence 
governments and the European Union to help 
rural communities to remain viable. 

"The manifesto contains a clear statement of 
actions to be taken by rural people themselves, 
by their associations and by EU-funded 
groups." 

The European Rural 
Parliament - which is 
a long-term campaign 
to express the voice of 
rural people in Eu¬ 
rope - is jointly initi¬ 
ated by three rural 
networks: PREPARE, a 
partnership for rural 
Europe, of which Mr 
Dower is a member; 
the European Rural 
Community Alliance 
(ERCA); and the Euro¬ 
pean Leader Associa¬ 
tion for Rural 
Development 
(ELARD). 

Now that the mani¬ 
festo has been 
adopted, the three Eu¬ 
ropean networks will 
take the action points 
and go forward with 
networking, cam¬ 
paigning, action proj¬ 
ects and exchanges 
between countries. 

Mr Dower was also a 
founder chairman of 
Rural Voice, an organi¬ 
sation which brought 


together all the main rural organisations in 
England, including the National Farmers Union, 
Country Land and Business Association, the 
Campaign to Protect Rural England, parish 
councils'associations, churches, rural commu¬ 
nity councils and women's institutes to cam¬ 
paign at a national level to promote the 
interest of rural communities.

The Dorset Councils’ partnership will have a single 
workforce to serve all three councils, however, each 
will remain independent and equal, with its own 
councillors who will continue to make local deci¬ 
sions about services. 

Each council will continue to set its own budget, 
council tax and maintain its separate identity, brand 
and sovereignty. 

The partnership is hoped to be able to streamline 
services, rationalise its assets, share office accom¬ 
modation, free up capital, make economies of scale 
and other efficiency improvements. 

There will be a larger group of staff that can be de¬ 
ployed in the event of an emergency or big event and 
it will also mean the councils will have more expe¬ 
rience and expertise to draw on. 

Joined up strategic service planning is also being 
improved and two councils in the partnership, West 
Dorset and Weymouth and Portland Borough Coun¬ 
cil, already have a shared local plan. 

Together the councils serve 235,000 people and 
cover 669 square miles, more than half the county 
of Dorset. 

Work being done in partnership with Purbeck Dis¬ 
trict Council will continue. 

This includes providing a shared revenues and 
benefits system that serves Purbeck, West Dorset 
and Weymouth and Portland. 

Councils in the south east of the county - 
Bournemouth and Poole Borough Council, Christc- 
church Borough Council and East Dorset District 
Council - are also exploring the possibility of a new 
single authority in order to save money and deliver 
more efficient service provision.

350g/12oz mixed dried fruit (raisins, currants, sul¬ 
tanas) 

100g/3!/2Oz pitted ready-to-eat prunes, chopped or 
left whole 

100g/3!/2Oz dark muscovado sugar • 4 tbsp dark rum 
100ml/3V2fl oz stout • 100g/3y2oz chopped walnuts 
100g/3V2Oz blanched almonds • 100g/3y2oz ground 
almonds 

100g/3y>oz fresh white breadcrumbs • 50g/1 %oz 
plain flour 

100g/3y>oz frozen butter, grated, plus a little extra 
for greasing 

y 2 tsp freshly grated nutmeg • 1 tsp ground cinna¬ 
mon 

2 tsp mixed spice • 100g/3y>oz chopped glace cher¬ 
ries (or left whole if you prefer) • 3 large free-range 
eggs, beaten 

Preparation method 

1. Combine the mixed fruit, prunes, muscovado 
sugar, rum and stout in a mixing bowl. Stir well to 
mix, cover and leave for 24 hours to soak. 

2. After 24 hours, mix the walnuts, almonds, ground 
almonds, breadcrumbs, flour, butter, spices, cher¬ 
ries and eggs along with the soaked fruit mixture 
in a large mixing bowl, making sure you include all 
the soaking liquor from the soaked fruit. Mix well 
until completely combined (let all the members of 
the family have a stir and make a wish). 

3. Cover with cling film and leave to stand in a cool 
place for 24 hours. 

4. After 24 hours, grease a 1.2 litre/2 pint pudding 
basin with butter. Cut a circle of baking paper and 
place into the bottom of the pudding basin and 
then grease it with a little more butter. Pack the 
pudding mixture into the pudding basin, pressing 
as you add it. Fold a pleat into the middle of a large 
piece of baking paper and place over the pudding. 
Cover with a large piece of pleated foil, ensuring the 
pleats are on top of one another. Secure tightly with 
kitchen string tied under the lip of the pudding 
basin. 

5. Place an upturned saucer into a large saucepan 
one-quarter full of water. Fold a long piece of foil 
into quarters lengthways to create a long strip and 
place the pudding basin in the middle of the strip. 
Bring the sides of the strip up the sides of the pud¬ 
ding basin and lower into the saucepan. Ensure the 
water in the saucepan comes one-third of the way 
up the side of the pudding basin, but nowhere near 
the top of the basin. Leave the ends of the foil strip 
hanging over the side to make it easy to remove the 
pudding later. 

6. Bring the water to the boil and then reduce the 
heat to a gentle simmer. Simmer gently for 5-6 
hours, topping up the water level as necessary 
throughout cooking (do not allow the pan to dry 
out). 

7. Once the pudding is cooked, remove from the 
pan and set aside to cool. The pudding can be 
stored for up to two years in a cool, dry place. To 
serve, reheat the pudding by steaming again (in the 
same way) for two hours, or until hot all the way 
through. Alternatively, remove the foil and reheat 
in the microwave.

A cider-country jewel with a rum touch of maritime, 
Cricket St. Thomas is an elegant mansion built cl 820. 

Designed in the Regency manner by the famed neo- 
classicist Sir John Soane, the house is noted for its glo¬ 
rious Grade ll-listed gardens of mature cedars, maples 
and yews, on whose layout the 2nd Baron Bridport 
spent over £250,000; damming a stream, creating a 
chain of lakes and planting ornamental trees and 
shrubs. But for a country estate so rural in its setting, 
the story of Cricket St Thomas is decidedly maritime in 
flavour. 

In cl 328, the manor was bought by Sir Walter de 
Rodney, ancestor of Admiral, Lord Rodney. Then, in 
1775, the estate was acquired by Alexander Hood, who 
was to assume second-in-command of the Channel 
fleet during the Napoleonic Wars. And to cap it all, the 
vice-admiral's heir Samuel Hood, the 2nd Baron Brid¬ 
port, married Horatio Nelson's niece Charlotte, whose 
uncle and Lady Hamilton were frequent guests at the 
house. 

Today you can readily appreciate and enjoy the lov¬ 
ing care that Lord Hood and his family lavished on this 
stunning estate. Within the grounds is the 12th Cen¬ 
tury parish church of St Thomas, which features the 
brocade cloth which adorned the Coronation altar in 
1953. 

All told, with a heritage as noble and as varied as this, 
it's small wonder that the BBC chose the estate of 
Cricket St Thomas as location for the popular sitcom 
To The Manor Born'adding a fitting extra dimension 
to a history that's already an embarrassment of riches.

200g Butter (unsalted) softened • 3 eggs 
200g Self-raising flour • Itsp Vanilla extract 
For the Father Christmas Topper 
250g each of Sugar paste icing in red, chocolate, white & black 
• 60ml Water • Apricot Jam 

Preparation method 

1. Preheat the oven to 180°C (160°C fan, gas mark 4) and line a 
12 hole cupcake tin with cases. 

2. Cream together the butter and sugar until pale and fluffy, then 
add the eggs one by one mixing in well in betweenm then add 
the vanilla extract. Fold in the flour then spoon into the cases. 

3. Place in the oven for 20-25 minutes or until golden and a 
skewer come out clean. 

4. To make the father Christmas cake topper, use the red sugar 
paste icing and roll out a ball about 5cm in diameter then flatten 
the base. Next roll out a sausage about 10cm long znd 1.5cm di¬ 
ameter for his arms and finally make a cone shape for his hat 
and squash the pointed end over to one side. 

5. Take some of the white icing and a little of the red and roll 
them together until the red blends in to give you a pink colour 
for his head. 

6 . Next take some black icing and roll 2 small balls for eyes, 2 
larger balls for his gloved hands and then roll out a little for a 
belt. 

7. To assemble, use a little water to glue the black belt onto the 
red body. Next finish the arms by attaching the black hands to 
the ends of the red ‘sausage’ shape. Then roll out some of the 
white icing until is around the end of the arms for his cuffs, using 
some water to glue. Then cut the arms leaving a diagonal edge. 
Attach these using a little water, squashing the arms around the 
body. 

8 . Next make a small ball using the white icing for a pom pom 
and attach to the top of the hat. 

9. To finish, cut a disc of white icing and cut out a small edged 
piece for his beard, and 2 smaller pieces for his moustache. 
Make a small ball using red icing for nose. The attach 2 small 
balls of white icing and small black icing balls for his eyes. 

10. To decorate your cupcake, roll out some chocolate icing and 
cut into disc, place this on the cake using some warm apricot jam 
to stick. Then place the jolly father Christmas on top.

1140ml/2 pints whole milk • 6 free-range eggs 
50g/2oz caster sugar • 1 vanilla pod, split

200ml/7fl oz brandy • cocoa powder, for dusting 



Preparation method 

1. Place the milk, eggs, sugar and vanilla pod in a medium pan and 
heat gently, without boiling, until the mixture thickens enough to coat 
the back of a spoon. 

2. The egg nog can be chilled at this stage or served hot. 

3. To serve, scatter the cherries in the bottom of each serving glass. 
Divide the brandy between the glasses and pour the egg nog over. 
Dust with cocoa powder and serve.

Whilst I love zooming up and down on my 
sewing machine, there's something about 
the shorter winter nights which makes me 
want to curl up in front of the fire with a 
hand sewing project and here's the ideal 
make - Funky little felt ornaments. They're 
perfect for hanging on your tree or adorn¬ 
ing that special present. I've also included 
a freestanding version, offering up even 
more decorating possibilities for your din¬ 
ner table or festive mantel! 


Step 4. If you are making the free standing ver¬ 
sion, colour a craft stick with brown felt-tip pen 
and insert along with your stuffing. 

Step 5. Insert the craft stick into a large wooden 
bead or wooden sewing bobbin. 

Step 6. That's it! 

Now simply give your new handmade orna¬ 
ment pride of place amongst your other deco¬ 
rations! 


Step 1. Trace around the wooden Christmas 
tree shape onto your green and brown felt and 
cut out the required number of pieces. You will 
need two green tree fronts and one brown 
trunk for each ornament. I used a light green felt 
which, combined with bright buttons, gives a 
really modern feel to the project. Should you 
prefer a more traditional theme, simply use a 
darker felt and scarlet buttons. 


Step 2. Place the mini buttons into a pleasing 
arrangement and then stitch securely using 
matching thread. 

Step 3. Using green thread stitch around the 
tree shape, inserting a burlap loop at the top 
and the brown trunk piece at the bottom.

Renault Twingo to receive EDC transmission 


RENAULT'S Efficient Dual Clutch transmission, 
known as EDC, has been introduced on its in¬ 
genious urban runaround Twingo.The multiple 
award-winning city car gains the innovative au¬ 
tomatic gearbox for the popular TCe90 engine 
just over a year after launch, resulting in a num¬ 
ber of benefits for the customer. 

The introduction on Twingo means that Re¬ 
nault's EDC transmission is now available across 
the majority of its range. EDC is an automatic 
dual dry clutch transmission dispensing with 
the need for a clutch pedal.
